Tbaltev. Mr. Fraebon, Catholic Prieitof 
St. Thomas, recently made a great fuss about 
attacks which he alleged wero made upoo bin 
by Protestants. Oo enquiry 'being'nSade, tha 
outrages nero^not found lo be sustained by 
evidence, and five priest left ihe |owo and was 
transferred lo I.'As'omptipa College sf Saad* . 
which. His exploits there ore fully ret forth 
in tho following extract from tba Detroit Frej 
Press.- •'•»-• -. \: 

" As was intimated yesterday in speatiogof 
ibe defalcation and lligbt of Rev. Cletc?n 
Fraebon, President of tvAuodplioii Cpllego 
at Sfah'dwrcb, Ibe mere cmbezxlcmeot of tba 
fundi of ibe institution was but a very smalt 
portion of Ihe crimes of whicb tbat iodifiduai 
was guiliy. The bishop of the diocese, as* 
silled by Iter, J. M. Br0||i« Vicar General, 
baa given the milter a thorough ia vestige tioiv 
and, while ihey are unable as yet to give tho 
definite particulars of (he misdeeds of the ab- 
sconding priest, sufficient has been ascertained 
to render the reasons of bis flight moat oppi- 
rent. By an examination of Ibe pupils of tbo 
ioatiiolioo, it appears that di*graeelol crimes 
have been committed, though to bow great aa 
extent has not been ascertained. These facte 
came to (he knowledge of the Bishop on Tuee- 
day last. The day pteiious, Fraebon bid 
left the College, ostensibly to visit Detroit, 
as be was in llie habit of doing frequently, end 
which he fnlgbt do at aoy time without excit* 
ing suspicion. But when bis absence eama to 
be prolonged into the second day, it became 
a matter of alarm, and Ihe door of bis room 
wss forced open, Ibe idea prevailing that bo 
might bare returned And gone pri rarely to bis 
own apartment. The room was, however, 
found to be unoccupied snd in the greatest 
disorder ; the drawers and trunks were open* 
ed, and bore trace*, of having been hastily 
ransacked, and various articles were scattered ' 
about, indicating a hasty flight. 

" There is every reason to believe tbat at 
large sum of money was in Frachon's poisej. 
tion at the time, as he had lately recivedfrem 
the pupils a considerable instalment for baard 
and tuition. The' exact amount is uccertaio, 
but probably is not far from $1,000. The 
invesiig alio us thus far have not disclosed wbst 
has been done witb this money. Fraebon, in 
a bastv note addressed to the Bishop, ecknow. 
ledged that he bad lakeo SCO, which he sard 
was to pay his travelling expenses. He tery 
coolly requested Ihe Bishop to accept bis books 
aa a compensation for ibis money. Tnts will 
do very well when it is considered Ibat tbo 
books, all, will noi amount in value to twenty, 
fire dollars, 

"The above facts we obtained from Ibe 
Vicar Ueoeral.^ Humor adds to the catalogue, 
of Ibis man's misdeeds by charging him with 
taking improper liberties wilh the female eer.

Mr. Thompson ihought he (Mr D.) a noo- 
dle, if he thought to make Ihe people believe 
such regulations any good. 

The amendment wa* then, put and lost, and 
the original motion edopted. 

The fourth clause was read, amended and 

adopted. 

On the fifth clause betog reed regarding 
tainted meat, Mr. Thompson moved it be ex- 
punged altogether. One would think there 
were no sportsmen here, for everybody knew 
gsme'was no good until llie tail was dropping 
out. (Roars of laughter.) Venison, loo, re- 
quired to become taint. 

Mr. Driffil replied by saying ho could buy 
it fresh, and keep it uoltl it'becaino as rollen 
as he pleased. (Hear, hear.) 

The chairman Ihought Ihe cliute better be 
•truck out, After some further parleying Ihe 
amendment sits put and Carried. 

The Committee then 'rose' and reported the 
By Law as amended 

On the question for the third reading, Mr. 
Thompson desired it put off for another week, 
in order that he might have lime to coosuTt'lhe 
Butchers and Bakers; lflbey were not op- 
posed to it passing he was not. , 

Mr. George said— Mr, Tbompsoo esked for 
delay upon the principal of asking the burglar 
and Hie Ihjefj if. Iber were agreeablo'to the 
enactment of e'folw to punish them.
